THERE were at that time "Cc of the Na-

Ar. Break of Day we PE and after the 
uſual Repaſt march'd on till Noon, when 
we baited among ſome ſhady Trees near 1 
Pond of Water: This very Pond, -I per.

within two hundred Yards, when we were dy- 
ing with Thirſt, and the Negroes told us 
there was no Water near us. 

Wuirs ſome were making a Fire, I obſerr' 
| ſeveral others were digging up and down 
among the Graſs. I wonder'd what they were 
doing, and went toward one of them, whom 
found pulling out of the Ground a long white 
Root, which I knew to be a Tam, having ſeen 
them at Bengal; they ſoon furniſh'd themſelves 
with what they wanted.

By this Conference between Deaan Cindi

came, I found it hard enough to keep myſelf.

after ] had done my Maſter's Work, to go in- 
to the Woods, and look for wild Yam for my. 

Suſtenance, and many Times I. could find no 
more than was ſufficient for one Meal; which, 
however, I was forc'd to lengthen out for the 
next Day's Support. 
| My Fellow-Slaves were, indeed, as kind to 
me as they could afford ; they having Planta-: 
| tions of their own : They gave me Carpa- 
| yances, and ſuch Victuals at they had; eſpe- 
cially on dark Nights, and Times when could 
not ſhift for my ſelf. J workd a Night or 
two in a Week, in clearing and burning the 
Weeds, and Things off the Piece of Ground 
deſign'd for my owa Plantation; but the 
ſpeedieſt Thing I could plant to produce 
myſelf Food was Potatoes. I liv'd this mi- 
ſerable Life for two or three Months, and 
it was a Year before 1 was rightly ſetrrd, — 
had Plenty. 

Honey is one of the moſt RAE bee” 3 
uſeful Things this Country produces; and they 
have it in Plenty, if they will take proper Care. 
There's little Trouble in managing Bees, which 
ale here very numerous; they will readily come

wo to their Hives, or Tohokes, as the Natives cal 
| them; and in making theſe I took a particu- 
lar Delight: : They are Part of the Body of 
a Tres, call'd Fontuoletch, firſt cut off about 2 
Yard long, and then ſplit right down; having 
dug out the Middle with our Hatchets (in 
which we are not very nice) we bind the two 
Parts together in their natural Poſition, ſo that 
the Hive is a hollow Cy linder; we leave a Hole 
at the Bottom for them to enter: And this 
is all the Care that need be taken. 
I had almoſt two hundred of theſe Hives; 
hut ſome of my Neighbours us'd often to 
rob them : : Once I catch'd a Boy, following 
him by his Track, and carry'd him to his 
Father; about three or four Days after, | 
| went By demand Satisfaction for the Honey 
1 ſtole, and deſtroy ing my Hives; his Fa- 
ther made very few Words with me, but gave 
me two Hatchets, a Hoe, and ten Strings 
of yellow Beads; I was very well contented 
with this, thinking myſelF as rich as a grent 
Merchant. But ſoon after, I happen'd on a 
ſecure Way of preſerving my Honey ; the 
relating which will give a juſt Notion of al- 
moſt the only Superſtition theſe "FO are 
addicted to. 


J have already mention d the Umeſſees, ay 
pretend to be Magicians, Sorcerers, and For- 
tune-tezlers. One of theſe Unyſſtes was on 
. „ 5 5 N : . . hig 
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his b Travely from Antimſe into our Country, 
and in his Way took up his Lodging at my 5 
Maſter's Town; my Maſter had been that 
Day in the Woods to ſee his Bee-Hives, and 
found a great many of them robb'd : He re- 
turn'd in the Evening in a very great Paſſion, 
threatning to ſhoot whomſoever he ſhou Id 
catch ſtealing his Honey. This Umoſſee com- 
ing in this Junfture to pay his Reſpects to 
him, and hearing his Complaint, told him, 
he could give him ſomewhat that would ef- 
fectualhy prevent his Honey from being ſtole . 
but he was afraid to tell it him, becauſe it 
would kill that Perſon who eat the ſtolen 
Honey: Deaan Mevarrow ſaid, he did not 
care if they were all kilpd. In the End they 
agreed, the Umoſſte was to have two Cows 
and two Calves, if it effected the Buſineſs, 

and was to ſtay to ſee the Succeſs, © 


Tux next Morning he goes into the Woods; 
and ſingles out a Tree call'd. Roe-houche; we 
have no ſuch-like in England, nor is it mich 
to the Purpoſe; for I ſuppoſe any Tree would 
have done his Buſineſs as well.

| the Country, and by this Means it came to 
my Ears. Now I had before obſerv'd the Sim- 


plicity of the People on theſe Occaſions, and 


that theſe Umoſſees made a Property of their 


Ignorance, to cheat and impoſe on them; 1 
knew there was nothing elſe in this, and that 
it had already the Effect defir'd, by terrify- 
ing the People; and having a great deal of 
Honey myſelf, I thought, if I could, by any 


Means, pretend I had the Secret it would pre- 


ſerve mine. I, therefore, ſent Word to my 
Maſter that 1 would try it; provided he would 
communicate the Secret to me if I ſurviv'd the 
Experiment. He very readily ſent for me, 
and agreed to it, promiſing n me over and a- 
boye a great Reward. 


I went with my Maſter and n Recke 
People to the Hive, which was ſprinkbd with 
the Poiſon, as they call it; and taking the 
Honey out by Handfuls I eat it before them, 
asking them if they would partake with me ? 
They faid, they would not touch it for a 
thouſand Cattle, making ſeveral Grimaces in 
the mean time, and dreading what would befa 
me for my Preſumption. When I had filld my 
Belly, and cloy'd myſelf, my Maſter would have 
me Home with him to be ready to have it

expelld, but I choſe rather to go to Play wich 
my Comrades; by which Means I had Time 
to think of e. Way to deceive them. As 
Luck would have it, being in the Fields, | 
eſpy'd a Calf ſucking a Cow, and No-body 
in View; ſo I ty'd up the Calf with my Lam. 
ber, and milk'd the Cow into my Mouth ag 
long as the Cow would give Milk; this, and 
the Honey together had the deſir'd Effect; for 
it began to ſwell me, and rumble in my Belly 
that it might be heard. Away I went tg 
my Comrades, who ſeeing my Belly ſwelPq, 
And hearing the rumbling, advisd me to run 
Home; and cry'd out I was poiſon'd. I pre. 
tended to ſtep behind a Hedge on ſome Oc. 
ſion, but it was only to beat myſelf with 
Nettles; the Pimples and Redneſs rais'd from 
this Ad the more affright them; for there 
appear'd on me all the Signs and Symptoms 
of Poiſon, which the Umoſſee had before de- 
ſerib'd; and to compleat the Deceit, you may 
be ſure; I did not fail heavily to complain, 


and cry out ; hereupon ſome ran deln me, 
and others helped me Home. 


My Maſter had prepar'd the Water with 
the Vauhovalumy, or Root of Life; 5. the Peo- 
ple, terrify'd at the Danger J was in, flockd 

to the Houſe; pitying me, and admiring 
the great Learning of the Omoſſee; who did 
not himſelf perceive the Cheat. Well, I 
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drank the Medicine, and after lying down _ 
three or four Hours all was ' vanifld, and 
1 was well; the Vaubovalumy was eſteem d Fl 
great Medicine, the Umoſſte a very great and 
wiſe Man, and did not a little value himſelf 
upon it; repenting that he had parted. with 
the Secret ſo cheap, ſaying, He would have 
twenty Cows for it of the next who wanted it. 
Deaan Mevarrow, to gratify him, bid him 
chooſe his two Cows and two Calyes out of 
all his Cattle in the Cow-pen ; which he did, 
and departed. My Maſter, on my Promiſe 
of Secrecy, diſclos'd both the Roots to me, 
and the Manner of finding and uſing them ;

Warn I return'd to my Plantations my

for Slaves. This is a dangerous and deſtruc- 


tive Misfortune to a People, otherwiſe good 
| natur'd and well inclin'd, who have whol- 


ſome ſtated Laws for determining Diſputes, 
and puniſhing Crimes; of which I ſhall give 
an Account in a proper Place: But what I 


have obſervd is, that the ſupreme King of 


any Country has ſeldom Force enough, to 
bring the leſſer Chiefs in his Dominions to 
anſwer, in a judicial Manner, to the Wrongs 
they do one another, or the Miſtakes and 
Errors committed by Chance ; but they fight 


it out, making Slaves of, impoveriſhing, and 
deſtroying one another, after the Manner 1 
am now going to relate; in which I myſelf 


was A grievous Sufferer. 


Every Thing ſeem'd happy, and peace- 
able: No foreign Enemy for a long Time 
| | di- 
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when firſt a Slave, was my Maſter's, and 
others ſtealing their Neighbours Cattle, and 
their Neighbours doing alſo the ſame by 
them; for they were equally addicted to 


this Kind of Thievery: So that it could 


not eaſily be known, who was the Ag. 
greſſor in the preſent Quarrel. But one 
Day, when I, and ſome others went about 


five or ſix Miles to water our Cattle, hay- | 
ing two Men arm'd with Guns to guard us 


as uſual, it happen d in our going Home, 
that, tho* the greater Number of them 
went on ſlowly, grazing as they paſs'd a. 
long, ſome of the Milch- Cows 'ran home- 
ward before the reſt; wanting to be ſuck'd 


by their Calves. The Men, knowing me to 


be light of Foot, deſir'd me to run after 
and ſtop them, that they might be kept 


in a Body ; but they _ got a great Way 


off, it was ſome Time before I could ſtop 


them. When I turr'd about, I was ſur- 
pris'd to ſee one of our Men ſhooting in- 


to a Body of Men, who drove the Cattle 


a contrary Way; and running from them 
toward me, they ſoon, eſpy'd me, and the 


Cattle with me, and ran after us. Here- 
upon 1 left the Cattle, and fled, as faſt as

Deaan Frukey, two of Deaan Crindo's Sons. 


It ſeems, our Maſter had been diſcover't 


ſtealing three of Deaan Frukey's Cattle; and 
this they did out of Revenge. All was in 


Confuſion and Hurry at once; every Man 
taking his Arms, Deaan Meuarrom bid them 


follow him, which they were as ready to 
do as himſelf to lead; for it was a gene- 


nl Loſs. All the Milch Cows, and Home- 


kept Cattle were gone, and now away go 


all the Men in Perſuit of them; except 
ſome old and incapable Perſons. Amongſt 
others I was broke too, having loſt my 
Cow and Heifers ; my Calf, indeed, was 


left at Home, bellowing for its Dam, as 
did every Body's elſe; between whom, and 
the crying of the Women and Children, 


there was a moſt . confuſed 3 and ; frightful

Deaan Frutey, who then was 0 or pre-

ing, being frighten'd and out of Breath, in 
imper fect Exclamations I told him, an Army 
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in two, or three Miles of our Watering: 
place; but they drove our Cattle a great 
Way more to the Northward to Deaan Cha. 
| hary's Town, which was better - fortify'd, 
and more capable of being defended from | 
the Aſſault, which, they juſtly expected, 
we ſhould make againkt it. Our People 
notwithſtanding the Paſſion they were in, 
and the Speed they made, yet follow'd this 
with great Circumſpection; having Spies 
running ſoftly before, by whom they found 
their Enemies were enter'd the Town with 
their Booty. Our People, not being proyi- 
ded with Strength enough, and having no 
Time to call in the Help. of their Neighbours 
did not attempt to affault Deaan Chabirys 
Town; but ſilently and undiſcover'd turnd 
off, and went about five Miles further; 
where they kept all their breeding Cattle, 
Theſe they took, it being now late in the 
Night ; the few Keepers they had were at | 
a Diſtance and faſt aſleep, knowing nothing 
of the Matter; ſo they drove away the 
Beaſts without any Noife, and came home- 
wards as faſt as poſſible. We loobd out 
all the Morning, expecting them every Mi- 
nute to return; at length we eſpy'd them

Have with fo much Judgment and good Conduft 
as we did at their Town: For the firſt Thin 
we did on the Alarm, was to order a Party 
to ſecure the Wives, Children, and valuable 
Slaves; in which we ſucceeded happily, and

| Hiding- place. We defended ourſelves as long 
as we could, but not with ſo much Refſolu- 
tion as we ſhould have done at another Time;

Feads handſomely, curling up their Hair to 
make it lye cloſe; for they have Hair on 
their Heads, and 1 Wool, as the Guinea Ne- 
groes ; neither are their Noſes flat, tho' they 
are ſmall, nor their Lips ſo big; but their 
Hair is always black, and for the moſt part 
curls naturally. Deaan Crindo's Family are di- 
ſtinguiſhable for their long Hair, and their 
Copper-colour'd Skins.

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River piling by Woezington's Chief Town) 
we paſſed thorow. ſeveral ſmall Towns, but 
. — them all deſerted by the Inhabitants; 
and by the dryneſs of the Dung of the Cat- 
tle, we judg'd they had been gone a Fortnight: 
For Mooxington was a politick Man, and would 
leave nothing for us to live on, neither would 
he waſte his Army in fruitleſs Skirmiſhes and 
weak Attempts; but wait till he had obtain d 
the Knowledge of our Strength by his Spies, 
and alſo got all the Force he could to oppoſe 
us. A Man came to me privately from Deaan 
Trongha with a Meſſage, that he deſir'd to 
ſpeak with me. To which 1 anſwer'd, I would, 
as ſoon as I could poſſibly contrive to come 
without any Notice taken. Which I accom- 
pliſh'd in two or three Days, telling Deaan 
Aﬀerrer, I was going to ſee Deaan Sambo. To 
this he reply'd, I need not ask him Leave; 
yet he bid me not go any where elſe, By: 
which I knew well what he meant; and that 
he was jealous of me. However, 1 returned, 
and by private Ways in the dark, got to 
Deaan Trongha's Tent; there were a great ma- 
ny with him. He ſpoke to me in Engliſh, ask. 
ing me, how I did, I was forc'd to auſwer in 
the Madagaſcar Language, telling him, I had 
Fergot to jpeak my Mother Tongue. This, and 
my being naked, mov'd his Compaſſion; that 
he "_ as tender Things to me as my own 
F one 
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1 could; and wild he could find any 
Means to take me with him, he would ſend 
me Home in the firſt Ship. While we were 
talking, Rer Befaugher came in, who taking me 


by the Hand, ſaid, Ah Brother, how do you do? | 


could anſwer, Yay: well; but could ſpeak 
more Engliſh without a Mixture of this Coun- 
try Language. They told me there had lately 
deen ſome Exgliſo Men of War to ſeek for Py. 
rates, and they had directed them to St. Mary', 
and Mattat anna, on the other ſide of the Iſland, 
that there was but one white Man then along 
them, and he was a Dutch-man ; an Engliſh-may 
had been killd not long ſince im the Wars. 1 
told him, I refolv'd, at the Hazard of my Life, 
to efcape, and follow them; but they faid they 
would buy me if they gave ſix Slaves for me. 
After Thanks for their Civility, and agreeing not 
to take any publick Notice of one another; 1 
took my Leave of them, and went to Deam 
Sambo's Tent ; who alſo treated me very hund - 
ſomely, telling me, he was going to live by 
himſelf, and ask d me if 1 would come to him, 
which I promis d to do; I took my Leave and 
return'd to our Tent. he next Morning a 
Conſultation was held, in which it was reſolv'd 
to divide the Army into three Parts, and march 
a-; breaſt one another; but at the diſtance of a 
quarter of a Mile. We ſaw no Body all this 
While, till we were near the Chief Town; and 
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then we percety: 'd Spies obſerving us ; but, "y 
Town was deſerted. We pai 
ner ronder, and encamp'« 4 on che plain; 1 where u we 
had not been long, before three Men came and 
calld to our People, and bid them tell Deaan Crin= 
do, that Deaan Moor ington would come, and pay 
him a Viſit, the next Morning. Now he wWas a 
cunning Man, and full of Stratagems ; ſo not- 
withſtanding, this bold Challenge, they knew 
he would endeavour to ſurpriſe, or over-reach 
them by Policy; ſo we went hard to Work 
every Man to fortify the Camp, which was 


form'd in a Circle. Trees were cut dowa, and . 


forked Limbs ſet up, the Spaces flvd with great 
pieces of Wood, pil'd one on another length 
ways, four Foot high, and joining cloſe, made 
a Wall of it: Then we dug the Ground about 
a Foot deep; and about ſeyen Foot wide, throw 


ing up the Earth againſt the wooden Pite mak- 


ing the Wall ſtronger; we left only TWO. Nar- 


row Entrances. The looſe ſmall Boughs, with 


the Leaves on, were thrown, as it were, care- 


leGly without ſide to hide the Fortikcation 3 


ſo that it ſeem d like nothing but a common 
Way they have of concealing their Numbers:

mon Decency, making no Piſtinction of Perſons 
confounding all Order, and treating every black 


Man, as if he was "A Prüte, ſo much beneath 


themſelves, as not to have a Claim in their O 
nions to the common natural Rights of human 
Creatures : So that killing them was no more 
than killing A Brute. 1d not make this as a

Xin the Sun appear'd before I went forwatd 


that 1 might know how to ſteer my Courts; 
for being abreaſt of Vohitch futey, 1 walk'd more 


moderately; and tho' I was out of Danger of 


being overtaken by Deaan Aﬀerrer s People, yet 
I did not know what other Men might be in 


the Foreſt hunting of Beeves ; ſo that I was 
very circumſpect. Nothing remarkable hap. 
pen'd this Day, I look d out for a Lodging ear- 


ly. this Evening, ſeeing the Clouds gather'd 


black, and found a large thick Tree, where! 
made a Fire, warm'd ſome Meat, and hung up 


the reſt to keep it as dry as I cou; for 1 had 


nothing elſe that the Rain' could burei At 


length it came as I expetted, in a violent Man- 
ner, with Thunder and Lightning; it ſoon 


came thorow my Roof, I crouded myſelf to-

my Heel now pain'd me extreamly, 1 was 
much ſwell'd, fo that I could not go forward 
the next Day „ but finding Faungidge within 
twenty, or thirty Yards of me, I digg'd' ſeveral, 
and contented myſelf to remain here tin my 
Foot ſhould be better. My Beef was ſoon 
gone, but Faungidge was both Water and Food.

I always took 
Care to get dry Wood enough, Hs N never lay 
down without four Fires. 
Tux fixteenth Day, I had not natef'l thres 
_ Hours, when I perceiv d the Earth to be of ano- 
ther Colour: It was Chalky before, and now 
Clay. This excited my Curioſity, to climb the 
firſt high Tree I could, from which I diſcoverd 
an Opening to the Northward, which gave me 
no little Pleaſurez but it was at a greater Di- 
ſtance than I bt reach that Night; fo I took 
up my Lodging as bcfore. 1 was GE this 
Night by a Herd of wild Swine. - 
Tux ſeventeenth Day I walk'd very hard, 
being in haſte to get thorow this Wilderneſs: 
It was ſtill up, and down Hills. About Noon 
I got into the open Country, and could look a- 
bout with Pleaſure, and walk on level Ground. 
I was like a Man deliver'd from a Priſon, hav- 
ing been twelve Days in this mountainous Wil- 
derneſs.

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I had not bas long in hea before ar- 
ric d at ap little Wood, where I took up my 
— Lodging; becauſe here was Firing enough, and 
Faungidge, which I was not a little glad to ſee; 
having, been in ſome Fear of wanting Proviſion 
in the Plains: But J had yet a far greater Hope 
of being ſupplied, for I was wakd in the 
Night by the Roaring of a Bull, by which 1 
found myſelf ſure it was the great Northern 
Foreſt Beard, Cattle (REM . en 2 
told me off. : 
Tux next * which was tho r 
1 ſaw ſeveral Herds of Hattey s Cattle; and 
found here were more than in the geuther 
Foreſt. I look d about me, to ſee if I could 
diſcover Hunters, or if:1 could obſerve; the 
Crows to hover about any particular Place:; for 
I might then expect a Beaſt, who had been 
wounded, was fallen there. 1 the Afternoon 
I came to a River, which was deep and large: 
As J was ſeeking for a Place to wade, or ſwim 
over, I ſawea large Alligator: I ſtin walkd on 
the Banks, and ſaw three more. This was a 
mortifying Sight, and almoſt diſpirited me. 
J walk'd till came to a ſhallower: Place, and 
went into the River about ten Yards, thinking 
to have ſwam over the reſt in four or five Mi- 
nutes; but before I fam, I eſpy'd an; Al- 
gator making OVER me. 1 ran gen: and he 
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purſud, till 1 got into very ſhallow Water; and 
then he return'd into the deep; for they never 
attack a Man on Shore. It ved me to be 
ſtopt by a River, not above an hundred Yards 
over. At length, I remembred when I was at 
Bengal, where are the largeſt Alligators in the 
World, and who have been ſo bold, as to take 
2 Man out of a ſhallow Boat; that if we came 
off from the Shore in the Ni ight, we made a 
ſmall Fire at the Head, and another at ths 
Sterh of the Boat, which the Alligator would 
not come near. Diſtreſs puts a Man on Inven- 
tion, ſomething like this muſt be done; for here 
was no dwelling, nor going back: So chooſ- 
ing a Stick fit for a Fire- brand, IE cut 5 it into 
long Splinters, and waited till it was * 
dark; then binding my two Fire- ſticks to the 
top of one of my Lances, with the two eee 
and Hatchet in one Rand, my Fire- brand burn- 
ing in the other, and my Lamber twiſted, and 
ty d faſt! about my Lances, I went into the 
Water (recommending my felt. to Brovideac) 
turn'd on my Back, and ſwam over. 
Tux Place where l choſe to ſwim over ri had 
a Gap thorow the Thickets on each Side over 
againſt one another; which made it look like 
an accuſtom'd Paſſage, either for Men, or Cat- 
tle. I was no ſooner landed, than I heard ſome 
wild Cattle feeding; ſo ſpeedily extinguiſhing

© fame Time attack'd the Southern Parts, bar. 
ce ing made Canoes, and paſsd the great Rivet, 
6 THE other "Paſſages being ſtopp'd : He took 
te alfo a great many People, but Deaan Trongha 
te and his Brother Rer Bafaugher, who remain'd at 
te Home with two thouſand Men, routed him, 


cc and prevented his carrying away the Captives; 


&« which ſo enrag d Woozington's barbarous Dil- 
ec poſition, that he ſlew a great many Women 


4 and Children. Rer Trimmenongarevo took a

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« contrary Method, for he ſent Meſſages in- 


« viting the People to come, and live in his 
« Country, and be his Subjects, and he would 
« give them their Wives and Children again; 
« which Promiſe he perform d, and till oonti- 
© nues, ſo that many hundreds are gone away: 
6 And he ſtill embarraſſes us ſo much, that 


« we who are not willing to leave our Native 
« Country, are many of us forc'd to fly into 
t theſe Foreſts, and lonely Places, to be ſafe; 


© contenting ourſelves with what the Country 


« produces naturally, as you ſee we do: For 


| © we dare not plant, nor keep Cattle, for fear 


« of being ſurpris'd. We have another petty 


© King in the Mountains, who takes this Op- 
“ portunity to make Inroads, and helps to im- 
“ poveriſh us, ſo that we are ſurrounded with 
“Enemies; and thoſe who remain in Towns 
axe anon famiſh'd : For we have no Friends 


7 © "ul white Men, and there has been no Ship 
come a long Time; and when they know 
our Poverty they will come no more. Thus 


© This, which was lately the moſt flouriſhing 
Kingdom in the Iſland, is reduc'd to almoſt 


* nothing. 


Tuis melancholy Story ſo ſhock'd me, that 
I fat mute and ſtupid, till the Man perceiving 
it rous'd me by asking my Name; and if I would 
not go ta the King firſt before 1 went to Deaan 
W as (they ſaid) was my Duty: But I 
told 
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ad already acquainted them; fo giving mea 


Mat 1 lay down, thinking of the hard Fate 
which proſecutell me; but as Providence had 


conducted me hitherto, I did not doubt, in due 


Time, my Deliverance e be petettedy and 
with this Reſignation I went to ſleep. : 
Tusk Men were very civit to me, deſiring 
Iwould ſtay two or three Days; but I only 
break - faſted there, giving. them fome Beef 
which they wanted; tho! mine was far from 
good. When they nd } would ftay no lon- 
ger, they made me up a Bundle of roaſted S- 


| fers to carry with me, and. aecompany'd me 


till 1 got into the Path; ſhewing me how to 
find theſe Suſers, which till then 1 had not 
{cen + They grow like Mild Iams. Here were 
allo Berbows and Wild Jams, which were theit 


principal Food; this was the twenty ſeventh 


Day. of my Talents, turm d out of the Path 
into a Wood, looking for ſuch an Inn as had 


ſerv'd me many a Night before; which I ſoon 
found, made a Fire, ſuppsd, and Cops very Fon

Tun next 8 met four Men, 1 
told me 1 could not reach Deaan Trongha's 
Town ; but 1 might Rer Bafaughers, and. he 


would foul a Man with me. My Way lay over 


a high Hill, from whence [ ſaw the Sea, and the

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Bay ; on the * hand the great River, and the 
Country very pleaſant along its Banks: When! 

Boys, who look'd 
after Cattle, came running to me, for they are 
not afraid of white Men; and one of them very 
civilly would go, and ihew me the Way to the 
Town. When l came there the People ſtar'd at 


me, wondring what ſort of a white Man I was 


without Cloaths ; ſome ſaid a Ship was arriv d; 
but moſt ſaid, I could not come from a Ship naked, 
and without a Hat. When | came near Rer Ba- 
faug her's Houſe, I ſaw him look at me, not know- 
ing me at firſt; but when 1 cawe nearer he got 
up from hisSeqt, clapp'd his Hand to his Mouth, 
and cry'd, Ab! Ry-Robin, how came you here > 
He embers me as if I had been his Brother. 


When l was ſeated ſeveral came about me, ſome 


who knew me in the Army, ask'd me, Who ac- 
eompany d me? and wonder d how 1 coal find 
the Way alone: But when I told them how I 
miſsd the Way, and came thorow the moun. 
tainous Wilderneſs, and of my Inventions to 
paſs the Rivers, they were ſurpris'd. 

Rer Bafaugher took me into his Houſe, and at 
Supper we eat out of one Diſh ; he had roaſt 


Beef, and his Wife brought Milk on Purpoſe 


for me. I askd him about the State of the 
Country, and he gave me much the {ame Ac- 
count I had before; adding, He expected eve. 


Wn > Day when Ker Trimmenongarevo would 
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cc come, and take the whole Country 5 for they 
© had no Force able to reſiſt him; however, 
& they, who were the Pillars of the Land; would 
ee ſtand til} they were cut-down by Death, and 
ot fy : For it 
&. where to go but into the Sea; and we doirt 
« undei ftand living there as you lechite Men do. 

Wurx we had ſupp'd, and talk'd till 1 was 
thopy: he ſent a Man with me to a Houle pre- 
par'd on Purpoſe.”

« a Scandal to their Country. He ſaid, The 


« Generality of the Enpliſh were good People, 


and by the Trade they drove with them were 
« a great Benefit to the Country; that he had 
ce been on board ſome Ships, and found fome 


Captains were honeſt Men, for they us d to 


< treat him very civilly, and give him Wine, 


« Punch, and Brandy, and ſometimes they had 
< another Liquor, which was very bitter, they 


© lov'd it themſelves; it was ty'd down with 


** Iron, but he had forgot the Name. I told 
© him, It was Beer. He ſaid, Yes; but he could 


* never drink it. Thus we went chatting all 
the Way to Deaan Trongha s, which was about 
two Hour's Walk: When we came to the Town 


the People flock d about me, ſome ſaying a Samb- 
Tulcy, which is, A Ship was arrivd; but others 


fad No; fer Men come not naked from a Ship. 


Wurx I came before Deaan Trongha, I found 


he did not know me; I offer'd- to kneel, and 
lick his Feet, but he would not ſuffer me: Say- 
ing, Let him be who he will, he is a white Man; 


and they ſhall never lick black Mens Feet. At 


length, his Brother told him who I was; he no 


ſooner heard it than he roſe, and embracd me 
with 
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with a great deal of Joy, and Friendſhip, and 
after ſett ing down, and giving them an Account 
of my Travels, and ſome Admirations had 
been made, He told me, I was ſtill very unfor- 
tunate; for they were in a very poor Condition, 


and I ſhould be diſappointed if | expected to live 


happy here. I told him, it could not be-worſe 


than it had been with me hitherto; and 1 was 


reſoly'd to bve with him, and Siri him, if 


: he pleas to accept of my Service, as long as 


I liv'd, unleſs he would be ſo good as to ſend 
me Home, when a Ship came. He tolid me, 1 
ſhould fare as himſelf; for he look'd on it as his 


Duty to relieve a diſtreſſed white Man, for the 


Benefit he, and his Family had received by my 


Country-men. In ſhort, he receiw'd me with that 


Affection, and treated me with ſo much Ten- 
dernets, that my own Father could not have 


fhew'd more Compaſſion ; He lamented: very 


much the Calamity of his Country, and ſaid, 
He was afraid the white Men would know it, 
and not come to Trade with them, and give him 
an Opportunity of ſendiag me Home. 


Ap Trx I had eaten, and drank with him, he 


took his Leave of his Brother, being oblig'd to 
go with other People to W520 the Slaves who 


were at Work in the Plantations; leſt they 


mould be ſurprisd, and taken by ſwall Parties 


of their Northern Enemy, who skulk'd in co- 


off 


n 


of What they could get on a ſudden, and run 


away again. A little Way out of Town, we 


came to a. large Thicket of wild Capes, Reeds, 
and Ruſhes; in which were the Plantations, 


bounded on the other Side with the great Ri- 
ver Oneghaleyhe. Here were Plantins, Bonanoes, 
Sugar-Canes, and Rice; all theſe were not com- 


mon to the Southern Country, from whence I 
came; but here were alſo a great many Things 
which I had ſeen before; as Anbotty, An- 


choroko, &c. Theſe were all newly planted, 
and ſow'd; for the Enemy had deftroy'd all 
the Plantations in the In-road they made, whilſt 


Deaan Trongha, &c. were in the late War in 


Merfaughla. I was in ſome Fear he was going 
to ſet me to Work; but this was ſoen diffi. 


pated, when he gave me his Gun, and told me, 


ſince I was willing to call myſelf his Servant, 


all he would require of me, ſhould be to carry 


his Gun; and take Care, when 1 had it, never 


to be the length of it from him, rhat he might ; 


reach it in Caſe of a Surpi iſe. 


As we went homewards, ſome of 6 
ple climb'd up Tamarind Trees, and gather'd 


a great deal of the Fruit. I ask'd them what 
they did with it. They ſaid, Eat it. I told 
them, It was impoſſible to eat much. of it, without 
ſetting their Teeth on Edge. Says they, It is ſour 


enough, indeed, if we do not put Aſhes to it to 


make it Fun 1 nd at them for their Ig- 
norance,

. norance, but when I ca me Home, there were 
1 Platters full of it mix d for our Supper: The 
LEE Strings of the 7. amarind: appearing in it, and 
$17 being white, when thus mix'd, I could'not for- 
LE bear thinking it like Mortar with Hair in it; 
#2 but taſting, 1 found it as they ſaid; very ſweet * 
LE Nevertheleſs, I could not be reconcil'd'to it at 
firſt, being Prepoſſeſyd; as Men too often are, 
even againſt the Teſtimony of their Seuſes. 
Deaan Trongha ſeeing the Grimace I made, told 
me, That this was always beld a pleaſant Diſh, 
when they had the greateſt plenty of other Things. 
Now, indeed, fays he, We have ſometimes nothing 
elſe to eat. I have ſeen may unexpected ftrange, 
and odd Things eaten; but nothing ever ſur- 
pris'd me ſo much, as Tour Tamarinds, mix d 
with wood Aſhes, beobming ſweet, and eatable. 
Let the Chymiſts reaſon, and philoſophize 
upon it at their Leifure, I do aſſure them of 
1503 the Truth of the Fact, and can bring ſome 
„ . Gentlemen; now living in London to teſtify the 
112 ſame, that have ſeen me mix it. It did not 
FRET well agree with me the firſt time I eat it, 
x making a rumbling Diſorder in my Stomach : 
ſuppoſe it fermented there; but after I was 
was us'd to it, I never found wy cn 
ence attend it. "IP : 
Deaan Trengha had two Wives, regal hav- 
ing a Houle to herſelf:. He divided himſelf. 
pretty - equally between them, living near as 
| much 
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Ae at - the one Houſe, as at the other, for 
Peace-ſake : No it is ofyal for them to appoint 


every Slave his proper Miſtreſs, whoſe Com- 


mands he is to attend; and ſhe is to ſee what 
they want, and give it them. He did not ap- 
point me any ſuch Service, but ſaid, I was a 
diſtreſſed Man, caſt by Providdries amongſt 


them, and it was their Duty to provide for 
ſuch ; but he had a more particular Regard to 


me, for the fake of my Fathers, and Brothers 


(meaning Engliſhmen) and he had therefore or- 
der'd that 1 ſhould be taken Care of at both 
their Houſes, and therefore bid me go to them 


at my Pleaſure, where I found the beft Proviſion; 
and as long as there was Meat, I had my Part 


with them. I obſerv'd, notwithitdildiing) he be- 
hay'd himſelf with Decency to them both, yet 
his firſt Wife had ſome Preference to the other; 
and we therefore diftinguiſh'd her by the Title 


of his Head-Wife. He was at her Houſe, when! 
arſt came, and when he gave theſe Direckions!“ x 
10 ſhe immediately furniſt?d me with à Pot or 


two, Callabaſh, &c. for my Uſe, but having not 
all J wanted, he ſent a Man with me to the 
Other, and ſhe as readily ſupplied me with 
what l had Occaſion for, chiding me in a friendly 
Manner, for not coming ſooner to ſee her; 16

tion with- her, they both behaving aa

Tux next Morning came two Meſſengers 
from Deaan Mernaugha.: The King deſiring 


Deaan Trongha to go, and conſult with him on 


Affairs of Importance. They were going away, 
but notwithſtanding, it was ſuch a ſcarce Time, 


he would not let them depart till ke had killd 


a Heifer to entertain them with. And here as 


in Anterndroea, | found the flame generous Man- 


ner of Treating one another; for moſt of the 
People in Town came near the Houſe, and none 


went away without a Piece of Beef. They have 


but a flovenly Way of dreſſing their Meat here; 
for the Liver, as ſoon as it was taken out, was 
thrown into the midft of the Fire, and broil'd 


in the Athes, and Smoak; and. the Entrails 


with very little. cleaning were broil'd:: I had 
a Piece of Beef given me to dreſs at Home, 
and we all liv'd well while this laſted. | When! 


went the next Morning, the Deaan was drefling 


himſelf togo; for notwithftauding, he had no 
Cloaths to put on; yet his Hair took up ſome 


Time to curl up, and plat in Knots, and he was | 
ſhav'd neatly ; then the Owley was brought out, 


and dreſyd | to be carried before him; for he 


went in State. There was not a ſincere, and 


hearty Friendſhip beween Deaan Mernaug ha, 


and him, which made him go in more Form 
than he otherwiſe would have done: I carried 


his Gun after him.

is almoſt flat, ſo that one may walk near a 
Mile into the Sea at Low-water. The Sea-coaſt 
lay near North, and South; from whence 1 
came it lay Eaſt, and Weſt. After we had 
paſs d thorow a Wood on a Point of Eand, we 
came among the Towus belonging to Deaan 
Mernaugha. The People all wonder d to ſee # 
white Man naked, and took me at firſt for the 
Dutchman, Who lad ivd among them, and who 
would have ſometimes very odd Frolicks; but 
my Fame ſoon went before me, and I was — 


when I came to Deaan 1 : For after 


the uſual Compliments were over, I not being 


in Sight, having deliver'd my Maſter his Gun, 


he ask d, Where was: the white: Man, who came 


from Auternulroea.

The King ask 


ing me of my Travels, and Fortune, and 1 


gratify'd! him with my whole Story at large, 


A Bullock was given Draan Trongha, for his, and

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Ar Light a Conſititicn was held on t 
Affair they met about; there were nome admit. 


ted to this but a fe principal Men, Among 


whom 1 had the Honour to be; And to my 
great Mortification, heard Duet "Mernazyha 
propoſe to ſend nine, or ten hundred People 
under Deaan Trongha's Command, as before into 
Merfaughla, to joyn with Ba Crindo aga inſt 
Deaan Moor ington. This was approv'd' of, and 
agreed to; the Manner; and Time was ap- 
pointed, which was to be ſome Months after. 
When we came away, Deaan Trongha told me, 
They had all of them Coiiſidence in me, knowing 


it to be my Intereſt to keep their Secrets. But, 
ſays he, Amore than ordinary Care is neceſſary 


*© now ; for the common People deſert us, and

It 
ce ig natural, for mean People to abuſe their Go- 
c vernours; but Governours muſt do Good to 
c their Country, and defend Mankind from In- 
ce juries, and never regard theſe Reflections; but 
c then we muſt keep ſecret thoſe Things, which 
« we know before hand, they have not 


ce Senſe to underſtand, nor hudge of. | ' Lafſurd 
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Him of my Bideliry, but told him, Iwas une 
der great Concern at what I heard, being afraid 
he would deſire me to go with him; where I 
mould ſee my former Maſter, e ee whoſe 
bar barous Diſpoſition I had too much Experi- 
ence of, not to dread the Conſequence ot being 
within his Power. He reply'd, 1 never could 
be in his Power any, more, for they know, 
ſays he, my Reſolution, and that it would be 
dangerous far any Man to provoke me to ſuch 
a Degree; ſince it might be the Ruin of the 
whole Army; for he would protect me at the 
Hazard of his on Life, and revenge. with the 
utmoſt Rigour any Injury that ſhould be done 
to me.

Side the Country, I might go and ſee Eglaſſe, 
the Dutchman. The Deaan told me, He would 
make it 15 his Way Hole.

He ſpoke Dutch to me at firſt, but perceiving 
did not underſtand: it, he ſpoke a little broken 
Engliſh, and I had as little to anſwer him in; 1 
ask d for an Interpreter to ſpeak Engliſh for me;

ſation amongſt us to all our Satisfaction; Eglaſt 


ask d me to live conftantly with him, but I told 
him I would not leave Deaan Trongha; in which!

rous and humane, of great Authority, and there- 
fore an able Protector; but I deſir'd they would 
get Leave of him to let me ſtay two or three 
Days with them; which they did, and he 48

Wr having now taken our Leaves of Deaan 


Trongha, and his Retinue, the Pot was ſet on by 
a Slave nam'd Toby, with a Piece of ſalt Beef 


and Potatoes after the Engliſh Manner. In the 
mean Time Eglaſſe deſir d James to relate to me 
the Hiſtory of his Arrival aud Adventures here; 
and this conducing to my Purpoſe, which is td 
give all the Account I can of the different Cuſ- 
toms and Manners of this Iſland, as may be 


uſeful to Traders and Navigators, and plea. 


ſing to the Curious, I ſhall here tranſcribe as he 
then told 15 ebb ::

panion, he brought all his Effects with him, 


which were very conſiderable ; ſeveral Bags 
of Dollars, a great many Guns, Powder; 


Shot, Cheſts of Cloaths, Beads, & cc. In ſhort, 
every Thing which is proper to trade with 
here. He told Eglaſſe, that if he ſurviod 
him he ſhould have all his Effects; but their 
Deſign was only to ftay till a Ship arriv'd;

dren again; fo that we loſt but little: For 


as to our valuable Goods, we who well knew 
the Danger of a Surpriſe, aad the Manner of 


the Country, had dug Holes i in the Ground, 


and bury'd, and they had no Time to ſearch 
for them.

James ſaid he was only telling 
how Chriftian-like he behav'd to  Hempfhire and 
his Family; but by this Time Dinner was rea- 
dy. Ifound myſelf here a perfect Negroe in 
my Way and Manner, for 1 devour'd my Meat 
alone, which made them laugh; but what. was 
a greater Mortification was, Hempſuire, his Wiſe 
and Child came to ſee me and Falaſſe : : they 
talk of my Adventures in Engliſh, and it ſeem'd 
like unintelligible Sounds of a ſtrange Language, 
which I could not form my Tongue to imitate; 
inſomuch that I was in fear I ſhould never be 
able to ſpeak my Mother- Tongue again: But 
a few Days Converſation among theſe People 
gave me Hopes of remembring it in Time. 
Eſfler, and his Sons were next Neighbours to 
Eglaſſe, where I was invited the next Day, and 
treated ina very handſome Engliſh Manner, bet- 
ter than at Eglaſſes: Here were a Couple of 
Capons boil'd with Rice, like a Pilam, alſo ano- 
ther Diſh of fry'd. Meat and boil'd Potatoes, 
ſero'd up on Pewter-plates z ſo that 1 began to 
think myſelf in a. Chriſtian Country. They 
alſo, procur d ſome Toak: for me, as Eglaſſe had 
done before; but it was ſcarce, Honey not be- 
ing to be cot This was mars of Sugar-Canesy 
which were alſo ſcarce now, and the Toak was 
much inferior to what we had to the South- 
ward; but it, was Wong ne, o make.

Morning I was:calld_up. to attend the Deaan 
with his Gun at the, Plantation. He then 
thought of nothing extraordinary, but before 


Mid-day, came a Meſſenger running in Haſte 


with the News, That an Army of ten thou- 
ſand euer ( our Northern Enemies ) 
were at a Town calPd Alurnumbo, within ten or 
twelve Hours March of us. Deæan Trongha had 
not Patience to hear the whole Story, before he 


order'd his Slayes to leave Work, and go Home; 


the Hoes and Spades were thrown. aſide, and 
the Lances taken in Hand, every Man running 


Home to get ready for a Märch. Meſſengers 


were ſent to Rer Bafaugher, and all the other 
neighbouring Lords to come, and aſſiſt in re. 
pulſing the Enemy. Some of the chief Men 


of each Town were orderd to ſta fat Home, 


with a ſufficient Force to defend the Families

as he was before, to attack the Towns by Sur- 
prize, while the Fighting Men were all engag'd 
another Way. I went Home under. Pretence of 
whetting,my Lances, but with a Deſign to be 


out of Sight and forgotten, which ſucceeded ac- 


cordingly : : for they ſoon march'd away. When 
I was certain they were gone, I went in great 
Haſte to the chief Lady”: s Houle, asking for my 
Maſter; and being told he was gone, I pre- 
tended to be in a great Hurry to follow him, 


but the Women would not ſuffer me, ordering 


the Men, who were leſt as a Guard, to ſtop me- 
At length, I was perſuaded to ſtay, and fat very 


contentedly among the Women: Moſt in Town 
and the Children too, were aſſembl'd at the 


Houſe, and about it. Their Clamour, Pray» 
jug and Crying for their Husbands, and i igno- 
rant Chat of the War was troubleſome enough; 


but not ſo bad as running the Hazard of loſing 


Life or Limb, in fighting the Quarrel of a Peo- 
ple I was not concern d for. When 1 went 
Home at Night, I had ſeveral young Women 
Viſitors, who ſuppd with me on ſome Carra- 
vances which my Miſtreſs had giv'n me; but 
our Converſation was very innocent, tho me 
of my wanton Readers will ſcarce credit it: But 
do aſſure them here are more modeſt Women, 
in Proportion to the Number of People than in 
England; even ſuch as would reſiſt to Death, 
anlely an were OS to Wife according to 
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the Cuſtom of the Country; and the Women 


Which Sailors find for their Turn, are Slaves 


brought down to the Sea-ſide, and dreſs d on 
Purpoſe with Beads and ſilk Lambers, to de- 


ceive their Gallants; and the Gain they make 
is for their Maſters, who are generous enough 
to preſent them with ſome Part of the fine 
Things they get from their ( Cullies : . But if 
theſe Sailors were to go up into the Country, 
they would find it no eaſy Matter to get a 
Miſtrefs. The Converſation I had with theſe 
Women put me in a melancholy Humour, in 
bringing to Remembrance the Pleaſure I us d to 
enjoy in my Wife 's Company : to whom, in my 
Opinion, they were all inferior. 
DvrixcG the Mens Abſence we had little elſe 
to live on but Tamarinds and Aſhes, except a 
little Milk; in twelve Days they return d, 
and were received with great Joy by the Wo- 
men. I alſo went with a bold Aſſurance to 


_ welcome them Home, Deaan Trongha rally'd me 
a little, but his Wife ſaying ſhe hinder d me 


from following him, 1 had no more ſaid to me. 
Tus Account they gave of their Expedition 
was, that a General of Rer Tri rimmonongarevo Was 
at the Place; but the Meſſenger's Fear aug- 
mented his Army to near double the Number 
it really was; there not being above five Thou- 
ſand. Our people were ſo ſpeedy, that they 
ſecur' a narrow * Paſs, which the Enemy de-

Uncle all he ſeveral Years, till Rer Povvern at 


laſt mediated a Reconciliation between them. 
Rer Mynbolambo anſwer'd in few Words, Thoſe 
Matters were made up, his Uncle was King, and he 
was under his Command, and could not help it 

We underſtood afterwards, that Deaan Woo 
zington had appointed to meet him, and had 
faild ; he nevertheleſs was loth tb return 
Home without doing ſomewhat, and therefore 
attempted to make an Incurſion, and carry off 
a Booty of Slaves and Cattle, but was pre- 


vented this Time: Our Army follow'd them at 
a Diſtance to ſee them ſafe in their own Coun- 
try, and then return'd Home themſelves. But 


that Part of the News which pleas'd me moſt 


was, that Deaan Mernaugha, and they had a- 
gresd to defer for this Seaſon, their intended 
n with Dean Cyinde againſt Merfauph-* 
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into Anterndroea, as well for fear a Ship ſhould 


tome during the Time I ſhould be abſent, which 
would be ſix or ſeven Months; as alſo for ſee- 
ing my old Maſter Deaan Mevarrow : But theſe 
Fears being diflipated for the preſent, 1 afliſted 


ce 


heartily i in fortifying the Town, which was done 


with Stones; they were here in great Plenty. 


None were exempted from Work, the Women 


and Children, according to their Strength, 


fetch'd Stones; and we made a Wall round the. 


Town, at leaſt a Yard thick, and three Yards 


high, with Loop-holes to Kok thorow, or fire 


out at an Enemy. We had no Mortar, the 


Stones were only laid one on anothèef; PF 
about two Months before we finiſh'd it.

Arrzx this was done, ſome of our princi- 
pal Men got Leave to go into the Country to 
get Honey, and hunt wild Cattle; there being 


ſame on this Side the River Oneghaloyhe : : We 


look'd on ourſelves ſafe at this Time of the 5 
Near, between November and April, the River 


being ſwell'd very large, and no Canoes, except 


an Army.

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further to go to the Place deſign'c d for our Co 
try-Habitation; and when we came there we 
had our Houſe to. build, The firſt Night x we 
took Care for a good Supper; two, who well 
knew the Place, went to look out for Honey u- 
mong the Rocks, in the Holes of which the 
Bees make their Combs; the other of us (for 
there were four in all) dug Ove and Suſeys. 
Our Companions brought ſome Honey, and we 
made a delicious Supper: The next Morning 
we built our Houſe, finiſhing it in half a Day ; 


it was thatch'd with Palmetto Leaves, The 
next Day we employ'd' ourſelves in getting "MW 


pleaſant Liquor, call'd Araffer; which 1 had 
never ſeen before: The Tree from whence it 
comes grows like a Coco-nur Tree, but not ſo 
large; rather a Kind of Palmero, call'd in their 
Language Satter. The long Leaves, or Branches 
we burn off, leaving the Trunk bare; then we 


cut off a little of the Top of the Tree, and 


with our Lances or Hatchets make a Hole i in 


the Middle; which in a lictle Time fills with 


a Liquid, ifaing as from a Sprivg. This may 


be drawu, or ſuck d out with a Reed, as long as 


it will run, and it will fill again the ſame Day; 


continuing fix or ſeven Days before the Tree is 


dry: It is not thick like a Syrup , yet very ſweet 


and pleafant ; and 1 never knew it gave any i 


One the Flux, as ſome may expect; nor did 


any Inconvenience A the drinking i it.

Country, with every Thing, not only neceſſary 


for the Subſiſtance of Mankind, but even a de- 
nicious Variety. 1H ever any Country flowd 
with Milk and Honey it is this; and with ſo 
much Eaſe a are they to be, had, that as the Na- 
tives have no Knowledge of the Curſe on Adam 
and his Poſterity ; ; ſo One would be tempted to 


think, as well for this Reaſon as from their Co- 


Jour, that. they are not of his Race, or that the 


Curſen neyer reach d them; for they can get their 


Living without the Sweat of their Brovws, or at 


leaſt without That which we commonly under: 


ſtand by it; which is hard Labour: Vet ſee 
how the Follies and Paſſions of Men lead them 
into Miſery, tho' they have Happineſs in their 
Power. In this fine Country their quarrelling 
with one another, and frequent Wars do often 
reduce them to the greateſt Neceſlity, in the 
Midſt of the greateſt Plenty almoſt at their 
Doors but they are confin' 4 ſometimes by too

of their Houles to fetch what the Land ꝓro- 
duces naturally; and this was the then Hard 


Fate of keraingher, and the Subſtance of our 


Converſation after dupper; my Companions 
entertaining me with tlie great Power, and 


Strength of their. Country but a little before; 


in the Days of Rer Vovvern; and how miſera- 


bly they were forc'd to confine themſelves now, 
getting cloſe together, that they may be ready 
ar a Call to repulſe an Enemy; and by that 


Means leave the fineſt, and moſt plentiful Part 
of their Country unichabited. * 

. Bur we liv'd now very happy and plencifully? 
durijig our Stay at our. Country- houſe: We 
made an Oven, ſuch an One as! have before de- 
{crib'd, and bak d our Beef; then we ſearch'd. 
about for Honey to carry Home: : In which I. 
knowing more of the Nature of Bees than they, 
had better Fortune, and got as much as I could, 
carry away. W hen our Beef grew ſo tainted 
we could not eat it, we look'd out for more; it 
was my Fortune to overtake by myſelf a young 
Heifer, and driving her into a Thicket kilPd 
her; and holla'd to my Companians. . This we 


agreed to dreſs, and carry as much Home as we 


could; we bak'd, the Marrow- bones, broil'd 
the 1 and ſpread the Marrow on it, as a 


dainty Morſel : And then we made up aur En- 


ters, and went Home ag well contented as heavy 
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laden; but we wet in Haſte, and therefor 
cravell'd ſoftly. - L591 33 10 

Wuæ made it 4 Midnight den we ens 
ter d the Town, on Purpoſe that we might not 
be obſerv'd; and now again I wiſh'd for my 


Wife to have been at Home to receive me. The 

next Morning I carry'd a Horn of Honey, and 

a Piece of Beef to the chief Lad Yo who was

highly pleas'd, and thought I had brought tod 
much: I went next to the other, where Deaan 
Tr ongha was, and made her a Preſent ; he was 


very glad to ſee me, and made a handſomig 


Breakfaſt ; delighting to hear me tell of out 
Sport : The others by this Time came accord- 
ing to Cuſtom, to preſent their Lord with ſome- 
thing of what they had got by way of Compli- 


ment. As I went Home a Man met me, who 


wanted to buy ſome Honey; it being blazid a. 


bout that I brought Home a great deal: He 


gave me a fine filk Lamber for a Callabaſh of 
Honey of about two Gallons. I thought my- 
ſelf very fine in it, and J am ſure I was the firſt 


of the Family tar was ever dreſs'd ſo like a 
Madagaſcar Lord. Deaan Trongha told me | had 


bought it very cheap, but that Honey was 
ſcarce, or it was worth four Times as much; 


tho Silk is very plentiful in this Country, if they 


would take the Pains to gather it.

In three or four Days our fine Þroviſen Was 
gone, for I diſtributed as is uſual among our 
- Neighbours ; and then we had little elſe but 
Tamarinds and Aſhes. About three Weeks af. 
ter, Eglaſſ, and his Man Toby came to ſee me, 
bringing Beef and Potatoes with them, for they 
knew our Poverty. We had an odd Sort of 
Converſation between Eglafſe's broken Mads- 


gaſtar Language and my broken Engl iſh; but 
" Teby help'd us out, for he ſpoke both Langua- 


ges. He ſtaid with me 2 Night, and the next 


Day he went to Deaan Trongha, and begg'd Leave 


for me to go, and live with him five or fix 
"Weeks, which was readily granted; fo I ſhut 
up my Houſe, and in five or ſix Hours we ar- 
rive at Eglaſſes; where Effep, and his two Son: 
Fares and John, Tame to welcome me. 
I usd to walk about to the neighbouring 
Towns with Eglaſſe, and met with ſeveral of 
the Natives, who could ſpeak a great Deal of 


Ex. 
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Engliſh ; ; but here was one of them, who, when 
2 Boy, and the Engliſh Pyrates frequented this 
Place, us'd to go of Errands, and tranſact Bu- 


ſinels for them; by which Means he ſpoke Eng- 
liſh as well as his Native Tongue: He was very 
rich, having three Wives, many Slaves and 


Cattle; alſo wearing Cloaths, which belong'd 
to Men who dy'd there; for when any were 
ſent aſhoar ſick, he us d to look after them, and 


if they dyd he had their Cloaths, and what 


they left: His Name was William Purſer, the 
Natives call him William Poſer; he always 
treated me plentifully when I went to ſee him, 
but never offer'd me any Cloaths, nor indeed 
did I deſire any; for in that Place I ſhould have 
behav'd myſelf very awkwardly in an Ey poliſh 
Dreſs; and I had now a fine Lamber to wear af.

I liv'd very well between Eglaſſes and James's, 


till within three or four Days before the. Time 


was expir'd that I was to go Home; when 1 was

pear'd to me like the Noiſe of Purſuers: 80 
that 1 ran about a good While before I could re- 


cover my Senſes enough to conſider and ſtop; 
and when I did, Fill continu'd myſelf to lüften. 
After ſome Time 1 heard a Voice calling me, 


which prov'd to be James, and his Brother John. 


! was 5 almoſt afraid to truſt them, but ſeeing no 
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other Company, came out crying to them. 
They told me Deaan Mernaug ha had order d 
this for Eglaſſes threatning him; and that 1, be⸗ 
ing an Eng liſiman, and a to Deaan Trong- 
ha, need not fear any Thing; Bas or, ſaid they, 
te they could have kill'd you before you fled, if 
0 they had been order'd to do it. ” This 1 
thought was true, then I reply'd, He may 
& take a Fancy in his Head, that 1 ſhall tell 
te the Captains of Ships when they come, that 
he kills white Men, and under Preteuce of 
Danger, he may think it neceflary to kill me 
© too.” But they aſſur d me, as 1 was an Eng- 
1 Ip. man he durſt not do it; and that the Exe- 
cutioners had told him >. | 
I went Home with them, and faw the Corgs 
lay where it fell, with four. Wounds and naked; 
they allo ſeiz d on his Goods, Cattle, and on 
his two Slaves Rabin and Toby; 5 ſtaying in the 
T own all Night. The next Morning they came 
to me, deſiring I would go with them to the 
King. aid, I would, if I was not afraid, 
< were it only to beg the Body to bury it.” 
«© They axſwer'd, The King was fo far from 
thinking of doing me any Hurt, that he 
would be glad to ſee me, and they were 
«© ſure would grant my Requeſt ; and perhaps 
< give me ſome of Fglaſ#s.Goods; So James 
accompanying me I went, we call'd William Pur- 
| e 3 ALS og him n along with u us. When wy

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ter'd the Town my Heart fail'd me; but I conſi- 
der'd there was no going back. Deaan Mernaugha 
was fitting at his o.]n Door, and a great many 
People about him. I went toward him, and 
throwing my elf on the Ground, lick'd his Feet 
accoraiug to the Cuſtom of the Country; which 
the People wonder'd at, having never ſeen a 
white Man do ſo. He permitted me at- firſt, 
but ſoon, bid me riſe, and not be frag, he 
would not hurt a Hair of my Head. 
'H then order d Eglaſſe 8 Cattle to be Brought - 
before him, and commanded them to take a 
white Cow (not a Bullock) and tye it to a 
Tree: After that the Owley was brought out, 
and an Altar made, as hath been already dis 
ſcrib'd, by placing the Owley on a Beam, lay'd 
a- croſs two forked Sticks, about fix Hos high;

England _ (Repeating his Promile to ſend 
me thither.) He order'd my Houſe to be re- 
pair'd, the Thatch being eaten by the Cattle: 
Proviſions were given me, and appointed: for 
Time to come; for he had lately a good Har- 
veſt, ſo that wo lived much better than before. 

1 askd Leave one Day to pay a Viſit to Rer 
Bafaugher; for in a Time of ſo much Danger 
from Enemies, none went out of Town withe 
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out Leave... As I was, paſſing by a Riyer, and 


walking down, with an lutention to qrink, 1 
eſpy'd.the Track of an Alligator, which deter'd 


me; and there being two, or three Houſes not 


far off, I was going toward them to beg Water, 
and met a young Woman with a Calabaſh, g0- 
ing to dip ſome: She defir'd me to ſtay, and ſhe 
would let me drink out of her Calabaſh; but 
going a little Way into the Water, and crouch 
ing with her Knees to fill her Veſſel, an Aliga- 
ror gave a Spring, and catch'd faſt hold of both 
her . Thighs, and dragg d her into the Stream, 
driving down with it; but ſhe keeping her 
Head, and Hands above Water, 1 threw one 
Lance away, ran toward her with the other ; 
which ſhe took hold of, and I pull'd her to me: 
The Alligator till keeping faſt hold, we calling 
out all this While for Help ; but taking her by 


the Hand, ſhe directing me where the Creature 


lay, I ſtruck him with my Lance, and wounded 
him; but he did not let go till a ſecond Stroke. 


By this Time Help | came, and we brought 


her out ſafe with only two large Wounds 
made with his long laws, and ſharp Teeth. She 
was now naked, having loſt her Lamber i in the 
Scuffle; but that was not worth minding : We 
ſav'd Lac Life, and every Body was highly 
pleas'd with that.

fadden, a Volley of Shot was fir'd at me; I faw 
the Enemy run away as ſoon as they fir d. They 
were a ſmall Party, skulking about on Purpoſe 
to look for ſuch Opportunities. The Shot whift. 
led about my Ears, and ſome ſmall Boughs fly- 
ing off from the Trees, and ſtriking me, I could 
not tell at firſt, whether I was not wounded. 
However I ſtopp'd, and was reſoly'd to proceed 
no further. Deaan Tredaughe be ing the neareſt 
Commander, call'd to me to go on; which! 
peremptorily refusd, except they would ſend 
2 Party to march before. The Umoſſve too came, 
and talk'd in his conjuring Dialect to the ſame 
Purpoſe, and with the ſame Succeſs as at the Ri- 
ver. At length came Deaan Crindo, and com- 


_— me to go on; ſaying he would force 


I was enrag'd: beyond Decency, at the 
Hewghtinefs of: him whom I had ſo much Rea- 
ſon to hate; and told him, He was a proud 
© Prince, and that 1 thank'd God l was out of 
ce his Power. He ſaid, It was true; or he 
% would have prevented my going a fur- 
ther. Deaan Troughe was now come for- 

ward, 
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ward, to ſee what was the Matter; to ben 
Fee Crindo complain'd of my Obige and 
Saucineſs. He anſwer d, It was bar barous and 
c unreaſonable, to deſire I ſhould be expos'd to 
ebe murder'd at that ſilly Rate; and as to his 
ce Saueine ſs, ſays Deaan Trongha, you forget he 
“ js a White Man, and as good as the beſt of 
us. In the End Deaan Crindo was oblig'd to 
order an hundred young Men to go before me, 
and it was but in good Time; for there were 
ſeveral ſuch Firings at us this Afternoon from 
ſmall Ambuſcades. mr 

In two Days more we arri d at the River, 
where we had encamp'd, fought, and defeated 
Deaan Moor ington before, and kill'd his ftout 
General Ry-Opheck. Here we encamp'd again, 
and no Enemy appearing, moſt were for .plun- 
dering the Country, but Deaan Trongha per- 
ſuaded them againſt it, and advisd marching 
fill on to find out the Enemy; if poſſible be- 
fore they divided their Force into ſmall Par- 
ties: I did not care how ſoon we came to a Bat. 
tle, that I might get rid of the Elodge. 

Ar length after four Days March, a Body of: 
the Enemy of about a thouſand ſhew'd them- 
ſelves on a Plain in our Sight; and Deaan Trong- 
ha drew out his Country-men to fight them. 
The Umoſſee came to me, ordering me to march. 
before my Maſter with the Elodge, and as ſoon 
as the Fight began to throw it toward the Ene- 
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my. We march'd on, and they abel 00 
meet us, tho very flowly ; for they had a ſe- 
cret Deſign. Deaan Trongha (as they wanted) 
drew near, they ſtill firing, tho' at a great Di- 
ſtance; yet it was Fight enough for my Pur- 
poſe of throwing away the Eloage. | briskly 
and joyfully did it, and return'd to the Camp ; 
for l had no Gun nor Lance to fight, and was 
heartily glad to be eagd of this troubleſome 
Charge. The Enemy retreated into a Wood, 
and our People eagerly firing at them; till the 
General, whoſe Eagle's Eyes were locking! eve- 
ry where about him, notwithſtanding the Heat 
of the Action, eſpy'd a long Row of Fire-Arms 
on a riſing Bank of Earth among the Trees and 
Buſhes; he calfd out to his People to ſtop, 
diſcovering a great Number of Men hid in a 
Ditch caſt up on Purpoſe; ſo he march'd back 
without loſing a Man: For there was no fight- 
ing in an unknown Wood, and with aden 
Nämberd of Enemies. 

De aan Woozington was certainly one of the 
moſt cunning Men on the Iſland, for tho” he had 4 
not Force enough, to look an Army of four 
thouſand Men in the Face, and his Country was 
ruind; yet he found Means to revenge him- 
ſelf in a ſevere Manner: Nor did my gallant 
Maſter Deaan Prong ha eſcape him, notwithſtand- 
ing his great Conduct and Bravery, Our Beef 
being all 1 and no * to be found who 
would

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would fight; Parties went out to ſearch for 
Cattle and Slaves, returning with very good 
Succeſs," tho the principal Generals remain'd in 
the Camp ¶ Deaan Crindo, Deaan Murnanzack and 
Deaan Trongha? But ene Scouts coming in, and 
ſay ing they had diſcover d where a large Herd 


of Cattle were, Deaan Trongha would go out 


himſelf to bring them in, Deaan Crindo advisd 
him againſt it; but to no Purpoſe: So about an 
hundred of the Anterndroeans, and as many of 
his own People went with us; for I deſign d to 


go, but (I knew not what Providents deſigrd 


by it) I was taken with a violent Pain in my 
Thigh: Nevertheleſs 1 went out with them, 
not caring to ſtay behind him ; but my Pain 
encreaſing, the Deaa would not ſuffer me to 
proceed, and I was forc'd to hop back, for I 
could ſcarce walk ; and never ſaw tiki great 
good Prince more: For in three Days after 
came three Men, bringing the melanie News 
that Deaan Trongha was kilfd.

Tux Death of this great Man was a ſenſible 
Loſs to the whole Army, and fincerely lament 


by every Body: It was a mortifying Strobe t to 


me, and 1 remain d inconſolable, not knowing 


what Evil might attend me in this Country. 
Ker Bafaugher did not return till ten Days after, 


when he brought a good Prize of Cattle, and 
Slaves; but his Joy was all n d at once with

the News of his Brother's Death; which ſo 
ſhock'd, aud ſurpris'd him, that he was not e- 


nough compos d to talk of any Affairs of the 
Army till the next Day. I had carry'd on the 
Deceit with Mevarrow of pretending that I would 
come privately to him, when the Army broke 
up; but was very uneaſy, till I got an Opportu. 


nity to communicate my whole Project to Rer 
Bafaugher, and beg his Protection „which he rea- 
dily promis'd: And it was agteed that 1 ſhould 
abſent myſelf two or three Days before they ſe- 
parated, in order to make Deaan Mevarrow think 
| ran away from the Feraingher People, and went 


my Man only went to a Place appointed, walk- 


ing by Night to prevent Diſcovery, and ſtay d 


till Rer Bafaugher, and the reſt arriv'd. 
Tus ſeveral Parties who were ſent out to 


plunder, return'd, and the Cattle being divi- 


ded, which were ſeveral Thouſands, beſides 
Slaves; the Army decamp'd. The Feraingher 


People did not accompany the Anterndroeans 


Home, as before; but took their Leave here, 
and departed, going a much nearer Way, direct. 


ly homeward. I went away with my Servant, 


as was ſecretly agreed on with Rer Bafaugher, 
and met them according to Appointment, to the 


great Surpriſe of the People; for there had 
been a ſtrict Search, and Inquiry made after

and ſome Others, that Deaan Crinda gave him 


two Slaves to appeaſe him; fear ing a Quarrel 
of dangerous Conſequence would have enſu'd- 
One of the Slaves, a young Man, Rer Bafaug her 
made me a Preſent of. I was ſurprisd not ee 
ing what he meant by it, till relating the whole 
Story, and ſaying, That both were by right mine. 
I was fatisfy'd, calling my 'Slave's Name Sambo. 
We were near a Month before we paſs'd over 


the River Oreghaloybe, ſpending our Time vo- 


luptuouſly in hunting, eating, and drinking, 
making very ſhort Marches. We did this 


chiefly to feed our Captives, for their Country 


was ſo ruin'd by us, that for many Months they 
hid. very little to live on; ſo that dne Paor 
Wretches look'd very thin. TR 
Wurx we came within one, or two Days Jour 
ney of Rer Bafaugher's, che Cattle were ſhar'd, 
and thoſe who had two, of more Slaves, pre- 
jented one to their Lord, according to the ſame 


Law, and Cuſtom which: L have already related 


is us d in Anterndroea; and now I thought it a 
proper Time to mention to Rer Fefangher what 
was promis'd as a Reward, for carrying the 


Elodge and told him, The Fatigue, and Hazard I 
underwent did well deſerve it. He ſaid, There would 


have been uo Objection againſt it if Deaan Trongha 
had livd: However, he would go to Deaan Mun.

tended me, when 1 went out was their Guard; 
for he would not leave me till we got Home. 
Witn we came to Rer Bafaugher's Town, 1 
left my Slave, and Cattle, and went to Deazy 


 Trongha's Town to Tee his Widows. I found a 


melancholy Scene : The eldeſt Lady would have 
had me live with her. I told her, © I could not 
ee think myſelf ſafe, but under the Protection 
e of ſome great Man, as Rer Bafaugher was; 

ce but I ſhould have Opportunities of coming 
ce often to ſee her, and would for ever ſhew 


e the Value 1 had for the Memory of my dear 
Lord, and alſo my Gratitude for all her 


- 1 Favours. 
WEN I returi'd, I met my Man LY who 


told me, He was going to build a Houſe, when Rer 


Bafaugher ſent, and provided one for me, giving 
him alſo the neceFiry Furniture for it. When 
I went to pay my Reſpects to Rer Bafaugher, ] 
heard of Deaan Crindo's Fate; which was thus 


related by ſome who came from . Country 
after us. 

Deaan Wootington, with what Forces he could 
collect together, kept always within a Day's 
March 
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March of us, having Spies perpetunny out every 
Way to obſerve all our Motions, and who in- 
terchangeably going, and returning to and from 
bis little Army, with an Account of what they 
obſerw d ſo that he knew when we parted from 
the Anterndroea People: But they were ſtill too 
ſtrong for him, ſo that he was oblig'd to wait a 
little longer for his Revenge, and accordingly 
follow'd them at a Diſtance till they came to 
Madamvovo; where Deaan Murnanzack, and his 
Brethren, Are, and Muſſeroro ſeparated from 
them to go Home, and this was the Time he 
waited for; fo attending but one Day more, till 
they were too far aſunder to aſſiſt one another, 
he attack d Deaan Crindo in the Night, and killd 
him with a great many of his People, and routed 
the reſt: Deaan Mevarrow narrowly eſcaping 5 
and this he did fo ſuddenly, and effectually, 
that he had Time to retire into Merfaughl a, with 
moſt of the Cattle they had taken from him. 

Deaan Mundumbo, after his Father's Death, 
attempted to aſſume the ſupreme Command, ag 
King; but had not Magnanimity enough to 
maintain his Pretention, nor Love enough of 
the People to ſtand in any Degree in Competi- 
tion with Deaan Murnanzack. He wanted thoſe 
few good Qualities which his Father had; for it 
muſt be allow d, that Crindo had Vigour in War, 
and the Spirit of Authority at Home, which 


alone horns his Dignity, and made him uſe- 
ful 


ful to his Coimtry. Murnamt acſ had his Uncles 
Fire in War, and Majelty a at { Hollie, with the 
Addition of all the human, and ſocial Vertues, 


and was, indeed, a truly great Man; ſo that 


Mundumbo was forc'd to fly into Autenoſa for the 
Preſent till Matters were ſettled, and what be- 
came of either of them after, I never knew; for 


1 was not long after this mov'd into another 


Country, till farther from  Anterndroea, 
Rer Bafaugher treated me as handſomely as 


his Brother had done. He had but one Wife, 


with whom he had hy'd nine Years, and was ſo 
unfortunate as to have no Child. She was a 
moſt agreeable, and good natur'd Woman, and 
behav'd herſelf ſo well that he low'd her, and 
prefer'd her to all the Women in the Worb 

She was alſo generally reſpected, and extreamly 
kind to me. Three of my Cows gave Milk, 
and they furniſhing me with Carravances,, and 


| Guinea-Corn, I, and my Man Sambo liv'd very well. 


This continu'd all the Rain-time, and we planted 


and ſow'd, but never ftay'd to reap. For, 


| News was brought by ſome People, who liv'd 
2 great Way off, that Deaan Woozington was 
marching toward us with a great Army.

Two Days 
after, hearing that Moor ington had paſs'd Oney- 
halsyhe, we were order'd farther-to the North- 
ward to Murnumbo; where we had not been three 
Days, but we were alarm'd with worſe News, of 
an Army of Szccalauvors being juſt ready to at. 
tack us: From Theſe we were forc'd to rettea' 

immediately, and hearing that Noot ington had 
not penetrated ſo far as the River Ferainghey, we 
attempted to go back again there; but the Sacta 

lau vor Army was ſo cloſe at our Heels, that we 
were forc'd to fly for our Lives, . and leave our 
Cattle to them; haſtening as faſt as we could to 


the River Some of our People who had Arms, 


made a Running-fight to fave the Women, and 
Children.

There are very few Saccalauvors will lye in the 
Virximbers Houles, for fear of an Inſet like a 
con- Tel; ſuch a kind of a Creature being often 
found on Cattle; this they call Porrepongee. It is 
found only in the Houſes of theſe People, who- 
take Care to breed them, on Purpoſe to make 
their Houſes ſhunn'd by theSaccalaugors: For the 
Virximbers were, till ver y lately, under no Go. 
vernment, and often moving their Habitations; 
ſo that when they came firſt to ſettle here, the 
Natives us d to come into their Houſes, and 
take away what they thought proper; impoſing 
very groſſy upon them, till the King, under 
whoſe Protection they now are, did on their 
Complaint redreſs theſe Grievauces. This Porro- 
pmgce makes People, who are bit by it, ſick for 
fix Weeks, or two Months together, ſticking

to War, but axe left to take Care of the Kings 


| and Lord's Cattle; and have alſo Plenty of 
their own: The King' s Cattle are mark'd with 


a Mark call'd. Chemerango. Here are ſo many 
Thouſands of them, that it is not known to 
two or three thouſand, how many he has; You 


may ſee Oxen not able to walk for Age, and 


others for Fatneſs; they never trouble them- 
ſelyes to milk the fourth Part of the Cows, tho 


King's Dominions ; which are a great many 
Towns, mauy Virzimbers dwelling among them, 
The chief Town is very large, where the prin- 


cipal Herd keeps a great Court, and has abſo- 
jute Authority to decide Controverſies, and 


puniſh without Appeal. He made, when we 
ſaw him, as great a Figure as a King, and was 
ſitting with his People about him in the ſame 
Manner; tho? he aroſe to kiſs Rer Yove's Knee 
(not his F eet,) out of a particular ' Reſpett to 
him. He has eight thouſand Head of Cattle of 
his own, and three hundred Slaves; he preſented 
my Maſter with five of his own, and fifteen of 
the chemerango. He never goes out on Foot, but

by this Journey, we return'd Home to plant 
Rice; for the greateſt Men look after their Plan- 
tations themſelves, and take Care to get Provi- 
ſion for their Families.

Home long before he had Buſineſs which calld 
him to Moherbo; and by Guy's Cunning, and In- 


tereeſſion, 1 got Leave to accompany him, my 
Deſire was to ſee the Engliſhman. He ſoon found 


me out, and we were more glad to ſee each O— 


ther than Relations who live at a Diſtance : His 
Name was: William Thornbury, he had been in 
the Country nine Years, it was the firſt Voyage

Rer Trim- 
Monn ongarevo finding his Brother had thus haps 
pily eftabliſh'd himſelf, ſent Ambaſſadors, and 
concluded a League of Amity with him, he 
being a Man of a good humane Diſpoſition, 
readily came into itz hoping God, and his 
Father deceas'd, Deaan Lohefute, would for- 
give his Brother; and for the FINER vm them

Ker — now courted ſome of the 
 FVirzimbers, giving them Towns on the Banks 
of Mernee : He alſo was very Generous amongſt 


his own Subjects, making many of them, who 


had ſuffer'd Loſſes in ſerving him, Preſents of 
Cattle, and Slaves ; but more eſpecially took all 
the politick Ways he could, to entice People 
to come from other Countries to live in Sacca- 
lauvor, preſenting them with Slaves, and Cat- 
tle.

Relations att come, 1 live in his b Domini- 
ons: By this Means, they are grown vaſtly po- 
pulous, and rich, the People living in Plenty 
and Safety; chey value, and adore him as 4 
a beneficial Father of his Country. But ſee nam 
the Danger of ſubmitting without Reſtriction 
to the arbitrary Will, and Pleaſure of any Man, 
even tho' he has many uſeful, and great Vir- 
tues, and Qualifications: Peoph le thereby be- 
come Slaves to the Man, who is not in all Re- 
ſpects an Hero; but attended with human Fraii- 
ties, and to Paſſions leſs governable than in Men 
of a lower Rank: Superior Greatneſs i is hisViews 
which explain'd, is advancing his prerogative 
Power beyond what his predeceſſors did; and 
to ſnew that he can more abſolutely dere | 
mine according to his Will, than any of his 
Cotemporaries: To actompliſh this, is the ltch 
of ambitious Princes, and to enjoy it, and let 
the World ſee it, is the titillating Luft of the 
vicious Gxeat ; and this was the Misfortune of ; 
Saccalauvor, at leaſt that Part of it which was 
undet the immediate civil juriſdiction of Rer 
Trimmonnongarevs : For the other Lords, his. 
Sous, and Nephews were as humane as in any 
other Part of the Iſland 5 but ſo proud was he 
of the Authority he had uſurp'd, to ſhew that 
he could act according to his own Will, and 
was not to be guided by the traditional Laws; 
that if an Ambaffador, or Strangers were at hie

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Town, they ſeldom miſsd of ſeeing him ordet 


one of any two contending Parties to immedi- 


ate Execution, for very trivial, and ſometimes 


no Faults.

bitrary Power, they making no religious Scru-

Authority nor think themſelves oblig'd by Ties 


TheLords 
alſo have contracted a very humane Habit, of 

being proud to relieve the Diſtreſs d, even tho 

there has been Enmity before. This was Deaan 
Crinds? 8 Son's Caſe when he fled to Antenoſa, and : 
this very King's Brother's, Rer Mynbolambo 8, 
when he fled to Feraingber; and to this generous 
Virtue do 1 owe my Deliverance. |

can ſcarce ſay it was unjuſt, tho' very ſevere; 


for after examining with a great deal of Pati 
ence, into every minute Circumſtance of the 
Caſe, he order'd the vile Accuſer to be led

Wich. Dove gave me a more particular Account 
of them and himſelf; which was in Subſtance 
That he ran away, and got to Port Dauphine; . 
where after.remaining about two Years, he got 
in a large Canoe to Mattatanna Road, and there 
enter d on Board a Pyrate, who 18d to cruiſe 


principally among the Aoors; from whom they 


ſeveral Times took great Riches, and us d to 


carry it to St. Mary's: This Place they made 


their Settlement and general Rendezvous, there 
being a good Harbour. It is a ſmall Iſland, but 


| three Leagues from Madagaſcar i in the Latitude 
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of 16 deg. 30 m. South ; but their Ship growing 
old and crazy, and none of the Moors Ships they 
had taken being fit for their Buſineſs, they be. 
ing alſo vaſtly rich, they remov'd to Madagaſ- 


ear, made one Thomas Collins, 4 Carpenter, their 
 Governout, and built a ſmall Fort, defending 


it with their Ship's Guns; but here they livd 


moſt diſſolute * wicked Lives, ſtealing away, 
and raviſhing the Wives and Daughters of the 
Natives; living by this Means, in a State of 
continual War. I could not forbear remarking 
here, that it was not an unjuſtifyable Act in 
Deaan Mernaugha, to order Eglaſſe to be kill'd for 
threatning him ; he having, no doubt, by ſome of 
their own Slaves, and other Means, a competent 
Knowledge to what a wicked Crew of Wretches 
he once belong d. NMch. Dove ſaid, They had 
livd without going out a Pyrating for nine 
Years, contenting themſelves with building a 
Sloop by the Help of this Governor, and ſoon 


after left him and others, and came here; where 


they had been ever ſince. By him I underſtood, 
that Mr. Bembo got to England, but Capt. Drum- 
mond never got off the Iſland, he being kill'd;

Wes return'd that Evening to the Ship, and 
the next Day built a Houſe for to carry on the 
Tradeia: The Natives ſee ing our Reſolution to 
ſtay, they built ſeveral others near it, to ſerve 


us with Rice, Milk, Fruits, and other Neceſſaries. 


I went often up to Town to hear News, but it 
was a Month before the People came back from 
the Wars; they came down the River in Canoes, 


having had good Succels. At length the King 
arriv a with the Corps of his Brother, who was 


kill'd in the F ight. He put off his Burial for a 
Fortnight, till he had ſett] d Affairs with us, 


and alſo given Audience to his Brother's Embaſ 
 fadors, who were waiting for him. 
Carr. Mac let hearing of his Return, came up 


ta Town again well attended, with his Trumpe- 
ter ſounding before him. They went to J. Pro's 
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Houſe, while Twaited on the King; we had ſome 
very familiar Conyerfation, he having often 
heard of me; in the End of which he told me, 


he deſir d che Captaitr's Patience, till he had ſont 


for his People about him, and put himſelf in 
handſome Order to receive him, and would then 
lend ; which in about two Hours Tine hedid:

Ws did not touch at the c. of dat Hope, 
i: at Sr. Helena; where I went aſhoar, and took 
Care of ſome of our Slaves who were kick: From 
thence we went to Barbadoes, arriving there 
the 22d of April, where we ſtaid a Week, then 
weighd and ſail'd to Jamaica; z where we deli- 
ver'd our Cargo of Slaves. The Captain not 
only took a fatherly Care of me on Board, but 
Alſo ſupply d me with Money at every place we 
came to, cho I ſcarce knew the Ule of it; com- 
mitting ſeveral Miſtakes, which were the Subject 
of Laughter and Merrirvent : As for Liquors I 0 
could relifh none heartily, ſince I had loſt Toa, 
which 1 had been ſo long usd to. I was taken 
ſick here, which was very chargeable , but the 
Captain ſent me aſhoar, and took Care that E- 
wanted for nothing. While we were here came 
in the Mercury, Capt. White from Madagaſcar, but 
we were ready to ſail with a Fleet under Con- 
voy of the Winchelſea, a forty Gun Ship. We 
departed from Jamaica the 5th of July, beating 
er wi the wind-ward Paſſage.

Here is a 
clear deep Bay, keep the North Shoar on board - 
At the Bottom of this Bay is a ſmall Iſland of

Harbour : : The Dutch had once a Fort on it. 
Here are Crampuſſes and Whales which the Natives 


have the Art of taking. Barimbaſs is in Lat. 
5 d. om. They have Canoes, and will come 
off as ſoon as they ſee a Ship: The King is very 
civil to white Men, aye ann in trading with 
them.

There 1 is no Trading 1n either of theſe Coun- 


tries for Want of Canoes. The next Port is St, 


Auguſtine Bay, in which is a freſh Water River, 
with 12 Foot Water in it at Spring Tides; it 


flows S8. S. E, and N. N. W. Seven Leagues to 
the Northward is Tulea, which is a good Har- 


baur, and well deſcrib'd in the Waggoner. 


As you fail from St. Auguſtine Bay to Yong. 
Owl, there are ſeveral {mall Iſlands : The firſt 


are two in the Lat. of 21 d. o m. four or five 


Leagues diftant from the main Iſlend: A little 
further is a ſingle Iſland with high Trees on it; 
and ſtill further to the Norward you ſee three 
andy Iſlands, there are Breakers between them. 


A North-Eaſt Courſe carries you clear, and 


along Shoar; but keep in 15, 16, or 17 Fa- 


thom W On the Banks is 9, 10, or 12 Fa. 


thom Water. When you are paſt the ſandy 
Iſlands, the Coaſt is clear to Yorg-Owl + This is 
an Open Road in the Lat. of 20 d. 20 m. There 
is good Anchoring in 16 Fathom Water with- 
in a Mile of the Shoar. On all this Coaſt there 
is no HO near the Shoar; but you may 
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Tee: Mountains up the Country. — 


55 a River call'd in their Language allo Manxer- 
roy; in which is 14 or 15 Fathom Water: 
Oa Spring · Tides it flows Eaſt and Weſt 12 Foot 
right up and down, you go up the River ſix or 
or ſeven Leagues to the uſual Place where they 
trade. A little to the Southward of this is ano- 
ther River, call d Lana; to which the Arab's 
Ship comes once a Veac: This Place is other- 
wiſe calld Aaſſalege, or the Country of Munuon 
garo, Where Deaan Toke-Offu is King; and of which 

I have already given an Account. | 

Our Buſineſs nov. was at Tong Owl, where we 
arriv'd on the 16th of Oftober ; the Captain ac- 
company'd me up the Country to Moherbo, and 
took our Muſicians with us: I heard as ſoon as 1 
came on Shoar, that Rer Trimmonongarevo. was 
dead, and Rer Moume had the Dominion, and 
livd at Moherbo. I ſent a Meſſenger before to 
let him know, that I was coming to wait on 
him'; and had. brought a Ship to trade here ac- 
calding to my. Wo. d. But when we came to a 
Town juſt on this Side AMoherbo, we faw a great 
Number of People pulling down a wooden Houſe, 
in which Ker Trimmonongarevo Was bury d; the 
Reaſon whereof, as 1 learn'd from the Natives, 
is as follows: “ That Rer Trimmonongarevo hag 
* appear'd to Rer Moume in the Night, and ask'd 
him Why he put him above his Father Lohefutee? 
And he ſeem'd to be very angry with his Son 
© for {o Being, and order d his Cor ps to be ta-

« ther's.” Notwithſtanding, this Notice, when 


I came to 15 Moume he did not know me, I Was 
ſo alter'd by my Habit; but I ſoon let him un- 
derſtand who, I was, for I could. not forbear to 
lick his Knee: His former moſt generous and 
humane Behaviour to me made me eſteem him 
as my F ather ; and he was no leſs rejoic'd to ſee 
me : His Wives alſo expreſs'd their Pleaſure; 
| went to ſee my Cattle,” for he had kept them 
for me as he promis d; and they being now in- 
creas dl mark'd the young Ones with my Mark; 
for he perſiſts init that they ſhall remain mine. 
In ten Weeks Time we got our whole Com- 
plement of Slaves here, and ſail'd from hence 
Jan. 7. We touch'd at St.. Helena and at Barba- 
does; from thence to Rappahanack River in Firgi- 
nia, where we ſold our Slaves, took in Tobacco, 
and ſail'd for Eulgand; we arriv'd in the Downs 
the x1th Day of September 1720. F230 
Tuus have I endeayour'd to give an Aretha 
of what has been in my Power to remark of this 


Iſland : I have read the Atlas Geographicus,' and = 


ſuppoſe it to be a Collection of all that has been 
wrote of this Iſland. And notwithſtanding I find 
ſome Things there mentian'd of which! give no 
Account, I ſee no Reaſon to depart from any 
Thang herein contain'd, nor to add any Thing 
to it; I relate only what I ſaw, and knew my- 
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ES ſelf. 1 have not martian the Scorpion, whickfy 
avery troubleſome Inſect; other venemous Crea- 
tures I never ſaw, nor knew: As to what is there 
faid, That the Natives are Mahometaus ; I have 
Bread, fince I came to England, ſome Account of _ 
the Mabomeran Religion, but can find no Reſem. 
blance in it to This of Mada gaſcar; on the con- 
trary, Mahomet pretended to talk with God, but 
theſe People will not hear with Patience, N 
any One ever convers d with Deaan Ungborray, the 
| ſupreme God. But I have omitted to take No» 
tice of one Cuſtom, which is their-Abſtaining 
from their Women at certain Times as the Jews do. 
The Virzimbers, whom ſome think to be the firſt 
Inhabitants of this Iſland, I have faid, do differ 
in Religion; but this is to be atkderfiond in 
Forms and Manner of Worſhip and Ceremonies 3 
for they have Oxley as the Others ha ve, and the 
ſame Notions of a Supreme God, the Lords of the 
* Corners of the n Spirits, &c.
